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Other plants in the African Violet Family 





CULTURE 


In general, the culture of all gesneriads is similar, They prefer a loose 
sandy soil with plenty of half rotted leaf mold and fibrous peat, sterile and free 
ofnematodes (root knot), Also most gesneriads will develop water spots on the 
foliage from overhead watering when the temperature is high. The rules for fertili- 
zing African Violets hold true for these other relatives, liquid fertilizer applied 
about every two weeks is sufficient. The bulbous types, Achimines, Naegelias, 
Kohlerias, etc., take a rest after their blooming period is over, and water should 
be applied only often enough to keep the bulbs from shrinking when they are dorment, 
The same light exposure that you have found best for flowering African Violets wiil 
be just right for most other gesneriads,.
